H (HAZE), CS (CLOUD SHADOW), SD ( SEMI DARKNESS ) , GC 
(GROUND COVER) , CF ( CAMOUFLAGE ) , 0 (OBLIQUITY), AND 
GR (GROUND RESOLUTION).
